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Victor 8-inch Records

Collectors are generally intrigued with records of unusual sizes, 
large and small, regardless of their musical content,* Can there be any 
other explanation for those 32 Little Wonders that sold at, auction in Iowa 
last May for $40.00? We would undoubtedly become the envy of our collect- 
or friends if we owned a 20-inch Pathe or two, even though most of us 
would be hard pressed to find a way of playing such a monstrosity. 

The record buyer of years past » on the other hand, seems to ave 
shied away from discs of peculiar sizes. The standard ten and twe 
imchers were what the majority of American talking machine owners sue 
with. Try as they did, the Emerson company was not able^to revo u iom^ . 
the industry (as they had predicted) with their T ~ in c ti discs - 
Selections for a Dollar." Even their 9-iuch records were soon abandoned 

in preference to the 10-inch size. , , 

To my way of thinking, the 8-inch Victor Record had everything in 

Its favor. First of all, it was introduced at a time when hundre s o 
thousands of Americans were becoming phonograph conscious. A 55^ 1 ^ 

just over half the price of its larger brother, the 10-inch V ic or , ye 
Its playing time was only about 30 seconds less than the fu 1 size 1S 
Its price also made them competitive with Edison cylinders, whic ytere 
selling extremely well, while the 10-inch discs at 6 00 were no c ompe 
tive. The recordings were far superior to the former 7-inch iscs n 
they did not tend to wear out as quickly. When found today, ey u ® ua , J 

play surprisingly well even when worn, while a worn 7-inch ic or c 
painful to listen, to. I believe the material used in Victor ha 

been, improved at about the time the 8-inch discs came along. ^ 
great variety of entertainment and Victor artists were made aval 

the new series. . . , +Kc 

Yet for some odd reason, the 8-inch Victor never caught on with the 

public. It lasted just two and a half years - from May, 190o, when Vi 
tor said, "A large demand is anticipated for these new records, to 
October, 19 08 . When they turn, up all too infrequently nowadays, it s 
usually at the rate of one or two at a time. 

When the 8-inch series was inaugurated, Victor had reached well into 
the 4000‘s numerically. Rather than assign the new records a numeriea 
series of their own, which would have made matters a lot easier o 
they were numbered the same as 10-inch discs. (I wonder if this °- ian - t 
cause the dealers some headachesl) In most cases, then, an 8-meh num- 
ber was also available as a 10-inch with the same number. 

To com.plicate things even more, from time to time Vpctor would pick 
up an old number and reissue it as an 8-inch disc. One would natura y 
assume that no. 1101 came long before 4654, for example. It did, but 
not in 8-inch form;. 4634 was among the first 8-inchers to be issued in 
May, 1906 and it wasn't until November of the following year that Victor 
decided to reissue the old favorite found on 1101. 

To make collecting frustrating there are some dandy recordings 
which can only be found on ihe elusive 8-inch records. Perhaps the most 
desirable of these would be the ones by Helen Trix (4915) and Clarice 

V anc e ( 5 12 0 ) . 

These records are listed in numerical order (which is not necessar- 
ily the same as chronological order). Following the catalogue number I 
have shown, the date of release when I know it. In most cases this date 


was got the same as the release date of the 10-inch version! it usua y 
lagged a month or more behind. While this made for a larger list of ti- 
tles each month, it may partially explain why the 8-inch records did. no 
enjoy brisk sales. After the title and artist identification. you will 
notice an occasional asterisk (*)• This indicates tne selection was 
available only in 3-inch form, Ho asterisk means the selection was is- 
sued in both 8 and 10-inch versions. 

This listing is as complete as I have been able to make it. It is 

surely not without errors and omissions. Thanks go to Tim Brooks for 
clearing up a few problem areas.

The following is an excerpt from the book T HEY AL L 
SAHG — FROM TORY PASTOR T O R UDY VALLEE by Edward 
B .

The bicycle, ragtime, colored slides, pluggers, and now the phono- 
raph. This succession of new developments in the song business fairly 
ppalled the old-timers. And it is not surprising that they were unable 
o grasp the full significance of the phonograph. Here was the first 
step in the mechanization of music which would in time render the home 
piano semi-obsolete and ruin the sheet music game# But in the nineties 
the machines, knoyra interchangeably as graphophones and phonographs, 
were so imperfect that nobody thought of them as a dangerous riva o 
the piano# No process existed for the quantity manufacture of recor s, 
which we re all of the thick cylindrical wax type that you picked up like 

a dog collar. , ,, 

The Edison interests had patents on both the machine and the r - 

ords, but they sold wax "blanks ' 1 to anybody who wanted to record. ihe 
same machine served for recording and reproduction. To record, you sang 
into the amplifying horn. Pew voices reproduced well, and these, ior 
some reason, were not always voices one should have wished to reproduce. 
The recording of a number was considered something of a plug, because 
ordinary human beings, who owned upright pianos but didn't go in for the

how the steamboat got in the cornfield. . . 

Follows a list of songs by S. C. Porter, with piano accompaniment 

and quartette chorus. The songs, as one might expect, include ,Jh sp 
Your Mother's Name," "Sweet Rosie O'Grady," "Grace O'Moore," and "Take 
Back Your Gold," all o U r numbers. Then new talking records by Russell 
Hunting it is a well-known fact that Mr. Hunting makes more talking 
records for the phonograph and graphophone than all other artists com- 
bined" --also a "new descriptive record, 'On the Mississippi, a Missis- 
sippi steamboat departing from the wharf at New Orleans with vocal se- 
lections by the Diamond Comedy Four."

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Readers' Questions 


Some months ago we received an inquiry about the proper way o a 
t.ening warped records. The reader's letter was forwarded to Bill Sryant 
who has had a great deal of experience in this department, Unfortuna e y 
the original request became lost and we were therefore unable to give a 
personal reply. We hope the reader will pardon this oversight (we on 
even recall his namei) and will not be discouraged from writing again. 

Bill's method of flattening records s Obtain two pieces of glass, 
preferably plate glass, measuring at least 13 hy 13 inches, clean ® 
record to be flattened thoroughly. Put record between the two s ee s 
glass and set in direct sunlight. After a period of 10 to lj minu e 
(time varies with different records and temperatures) the record should 
lie flat. It is important to keep an eye on the record and glass, a ® 
the grooves will become damaged if the record remains in the sun 
than necessary. Remove top piece of glass and carry bottom piece w 
record to a shady spot to cool slowly. Bill advises not eaving 
piece of glass on the record while it is cooling, as it s ap 0 a 
to the record. While he's had success using this process, he recomm n 
a little practice using junk records before attempting to f a en , 
thing of value. Also remember that this system will not work with Edis
